PURPOSE: To provide a polycarbonate resin compsn. having improved solvent 
resistance and slip properties, by blending polyethylene and an ethylene-prop- 
ylene copolymer or an ethylene-propylene-diene copolymer with a polycarbonate 
resin. 

CONSTITUTION: 0.3-~20pts.wt. polyethylene (B) and 0,3-20pts.wt ethylene-prop- 
ylene copolymer and/or ethylene-propylene-diene copolymer (C) are blended with 
lOOpts.wt polycarbonate (A). When the amount of each of components B and C 
is less than 0.3pts.wt., the desired effect can not be obtd, exceeds 20pts.wt, the 
delamination occurs and the appearance of moldings is damaged. Further, char- 
acteristics such as impact resistance which the polycarbonate resin originally 
possesses are deteriorated. Thus, such amounts are not preferred. It is preferred 
to use components B and C having melt flow characteristics close to those of 
the polycarbonate resin.

PURPOSE: To provide a resin compsn. in which processability, resistance to im- 
pact and oil, and adhesion to inorg. fillers are improved,, by blending a copoly- 
mer of an olefin with glycidyl (meth)acrylate, with a polyphenylene oxide resin. OH 

CONSTITUTION: A copolymer (B) of an . olefin with glycidyl (meth)acrylate is R 6 
mixed with a polyphenylene oxide resin or a resin compsn. (A) contg. polyphen- 
ylene oxide. As said polyphenylene oxide resin, there is used a polymer obtd. by ^ 
subjecting a phenol compd. of the formula: (wherein R 1 , R 2 , R 3 , R 4 , R 5 are each 
H, halogen, hydrocarbon group, substd.. hydrocarbon group) to an oxidation 
polymn. using an oxidative coupling catalyst in the presence of oxygen or oxy- 
gen-contg. gas. As said component A, a resin compsn. consisting of the polyphen- 
ylene oxide resin and a polystyrene resin and/or a rubbery polymer is preferred.

PURPOSE: To obtain a polyurethane molded article having good resistance to 
weather and heat and excellent coat performance, by blending a hindered phenol, 
a hindered amine and an org. phosphorus or sulfur antioxidant, and molding 
polyurethane. 

CONSTITUTION: In the production of a polyurethane molded article from a polyol 
and an isocyanate, a hindered phenol of formula I (whrerein R x is lower alkyl), 
a kindered amine of formula II (wherein R 2 is H, a 1-12C alkyl; R 4 is methyl, 
tert-butyl) and an org. phosphorus or sulfur antioxidant in combination are 
blended. An example of said hindered phenol is 2,2 / -methylenebis(4-methyl-6- 
t-butyl-phenol). An example of said hindered amine is bis(l,2,2,6,6-pentamethyl-4- 
piperidinyl)butyl(3,5-di-t-butyl-4-hydroxybenzyl)malonate. 
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
